A RUSSIAN skipper 
waB fined £10,000 and 
his gear and catch 
worth £4,000 con- 
fiscated in Lerwick 
Sheriff Court on Mon- 
day. 

He was detained until the 
money was paid into court 
Into in the evening. The alter- 
native was 90 days imprison- 
ment. 

Anatole Kremensky, 


skipper of Hounn, was given a 
restricted penaltv as Sheriff 
A. A. MacDonald accepted 


his explanation that he had 
received a radio message 
from the fishing master of an 
accompanying mother ship 
telling him he was authorised 
to take the place of one of 40 
Russian boats which have 
boon licenced to fish within 
the British 200-mile limit. 

Kremensky admitted 
fishing without a licence 33- 
miles within the limits north- 
east of Shetland. 

Sheriff A. A. MacDonald 
said: "I shall not accept any 
-nch L*x|il:inaTnni in imurv. 
Every Russian skipper must 
acquaint himself with our 
fishery laws as they apply to 
them. They will be liable to 
the full severity of the 
penalties which these laws 
allow the courts to impose". 


Donald MacLeay, 
Procurator Fiscal, said that 
the Russians had been 
granted licences for 40 
vessels. Each vessel must 
carry a licence on hoard the 
boat. 

Hovan was sighted by 
HMS Jersey 33-miles inside 
the limits, with her gear in the 
water and the trawl 111 process 
of being recovered.

SHORT-CHANGED 0 
MACKEREL-CLAIM 


A GRIMSBY trawler 
firm has claimed that it 
was short-changed 
on the transfer of 
mackerel into a tanker 
at Penzance. 

Two former distant water 
side trawlers owned by Con- 
solidated Fisheries Ltd., 
which were converted for 
pelagic fishing, have now 
returned home after what was 
described as an ‘unhappy ex- 
perience’, on the south-west 
mackerel grounds. 

As the mackerel season 
ended, Carlisle came back 
with 40-tons of fish which 
went to the GrimBbv fish 
meal plant and, earlier. Real 
Madrid put ashore around 
70-tons. 

Operations director for 
Consolidated Fisheries, Don 
Lister, told Fishing Neios the 
venture had been ruined by a 
“very, very unhappy ex- 


perience" with an arrange- 
ment to discharge the fish 
into a tanker in Penzance 
harbour by fish pump set up 
by Clenham Ltd. of London, 
which acted as agent. 

Mr. Lister said the original 

idea was for the skipper to es- 
timate his catch and Consol 
was to be paid £44 per 
tonne on this figure. When 


Lister said the amounts in- 
volved were far too large to 
have been caused in this 
manner.

WHEN IT Is too rough to 
go boat fishing, move to 
where the AbH have gone 
— in the estuary. 

Many sea anglers live near 
aatuarlaa but don't seem to 
exploit them enough. One 
year I carried out a big survey, 
helped by the National 
Federation of Sea Anglera. 
They supplied a list of their 
awerd winning members. 
After extensive checking, I 
discovered about 75 per cent 
of the prizewinners caught 
their specimens In estuaries. 
Moat told me they, tried the 
estuary as ft was too wild to 
get afloat In the bay. 

There la the greet advan- 
tage of being able to • use 
lighter tBckle In an estuary. 
One can fool the flah easier 
and so gBt greater sport. 

Don't get the Idea to flah 
an estuary only when It’s 
blowing a gale outside. You 
can become an estuary expert 
and catch many types of fish. 

The grey mullet ia definite- 
ly one species you'll oome 
across. You must work out 
their timetable for feeding 
but. generally, they move in 
with the flood tide. 

Try the Inlets for the 
biggest flah, groundbaiting 
first. A good hook bait la thp 
worms found under clumps of 
grass at the edge of the es- 
tuary, or use bread anointed

with pilchard oil. Float gear la 
the bast bet. 

After a period of Btudy 
you'll also discover where the 
beat plaice are. You won't gat 
the big ’una without aoma 
study. 

They oome in with the tide: 
select a spot to rest until tidal 
changes cause them to move 
on again. So you could be 
hooking plaice, than suddenly 
It goes dead. They move, so 
you follow them. 


Variety 

The largest plaice are 
taken by drifting a ragworm, 
a neat thin cutting of razor 
fish or a sand eel. They era 
changeable In their feeding 
habits, so have a variety of 
belts with you. 

Flounders are caught In 
large numbers from estuaries. 
They will be reeled In with 
different colouring according 
to where they have spent 


moat of thalr time. They are 
experts In the art of disguise 
and can change their top 
colouration fairly quickly. 

Sat up your float taokle so 
the bait just trips along the 
bottom. A peeler orab la great 
for flounders, but you can use 
several baits Buch as 
ragworm, lugworm, strips of 
aandeal, razorflah — avan 
lobworms from your garden. 

Flounders also move with 
the tidal flow to different es- 
tuary positions. So, soma 
planning Is necessary as a 
result of study. 

School baas which fre- 
quent estuaries will take 
aoma beating for Bhear Bpead. 
Usually between 1} |b. to 3 
lb., they are caught on float 
tackle or by light legerlng. 

They are extra Inquisitive 
and will be aeon foraging 
around Inlets, the piles of 
slipways and moored boats. 
Balts Include ragworm, 
lugworm and very thin strips 
of fish slowly kept on the 
move. 

Worth trying Ib the old 
method known oi 
"schooling." Give the bottom 
a good scraping causing plen- 
ty of disturbance. This will 
soon attract the "schoolies" 
and, naturally, your bait will 
be positioned nearby. School 
baas will also take a carefully 
worked spoon, retrieved at a 
alow even pace.
